HARRIS OBJECTS IN VAIN. 


President Threatens to Nullify

Passage. 


MERIT SYSTEM NOT UP. 


“The Board of Education last night embod- 
led in its rules the resolutions of Trustee 


Chester M. Dawes to prevent the use of in- 
fluence in the

adopted in defiance of President Harris, who 
voted three times on two ballots against 
them, and finally attempted to send them to 
a committee on his own motion, made while 
he acted as President. 


Provisions of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions provide: 

“ That the Superintendent of Schools shall 
report to the full board the names of all 
persone other than district superintendents, 
teachers, and members of the board, who 
have, since the last meeting, recommended, 
orally or in writing, the appointment, NE 
motio’, or transfer ef any principal, teach 
ers, or cadet in the public schools. 

“That members of this board shall not 

principals, teachers, or cadets 
to the superintendent or any district super- 
intendent, or tndorse thetr applications for 
appointment, promotion, or transfer, unless 
requested by the superintendent in writing 
so to do, and the superintendent shall re- 
port all violations of this rule to the full 
board at its next regular meeting there- 
after. 

“ That all existing rules inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed, and that in no in- 
stance shall the superintendent be required 
to obtain the concurrence of any district 
committee before making any appointment, 
assignment, or transfer of principals or ca- 
dets.”’ 

The effect of the resolutions will be to de- 
prive the members of the board of all in- 
fluence in the appointment of teachers, un- 
less their opinion is solicited. To protect 
the superintendent against the exercise of 
influence a system of espionage is estab- 
lished. 


Harris Threatens to Nullify. : 

President Harris, who resented the passage 
of the new rules, declared that he would 
nullify them by enforcement. He stated 
that a stenographer should be placed at the 
Superintendent’s desk and that all state- 
ments made to him or by him in the per- 
formance of his office duties should be re- 
corded and given to the board. 

The first attempt to pass the resolutions, 
which were presented to the board on July 
25 and referred to the Committee on Rules, 
was defeated by a vote of 10 to 9. Only 
eighteen members voted, but the President 
cast two ballots, once to decide the tie after 
he had voted in the original count. At the 
close of the meeting another attempt was 
made. 

Trustee Dawes auihs a personal appeal to 
the President that he desist from opposing 
the fight against “ pull ’’ and permit the tria) 
of a system which would make appointment 
and promotion on merit. The President stat- 
ed that he would not yote for the resolutions 
until the Superintendent had been given op- 
portunity to state his.opinions to the School 
Management committee. . 


Several Change Attitude.

Long Distance Inspection. 

While willing to back with his money his 
confidence in the Civil Service cOmmission’s 
probable action, the Mayor stated that any 
discovery of idling on thé part of city em- 
ployés would be met with discharge of the 
men. It was discovered yesterday that Will- 
iam Quinn, one of the house drain inspectors, 
performed his duties of inspection by tele- 
phone. In addition to his city employment 
he is t eeper of a livery stable at 8725 Cot- 
tage e avenue, and the double duties 
require that he report to the Superintendent 
of Sewers each day by telephone to save the 
time which would be wasted by coming down 
to the City Hall.

Pluck of Messenger Baxter. 


The attempted robbery, 
so elosely on the heels of the half-dozen 


recent similar affairs, was one of the most 


daringly planned ever known. But for the 
courage and quick wit of Messenger Bax- 
ter it undoubtedly would have been suc- 
cessful. It is evident the robbers had 
learned of an unusually heavy shipment of 
money on the train and equally evident that 
they had studied out carefully their plan of 
action. 
Bought Tickets at Transfer. 

The two men purchased tickets for some 
point fifteen or twenty miles from this city 
at the Union Pacific transfer, in this city, 
where they boarded the train. When the 
engineer slowed up and stopped at the Mos- 
quito Creek bridge they left the passenger 
coach, ran forward to the front end of the 
first express car, climbed up there, and 
crawled over the tender just as the train 
was in the middle of the bridge. . 


Enginemen Taken Unawares. 
Engineer Donnelly was looking ahead and 
Fireman Frank Holman was throwing coal 
into the fireboxs The rumble of the train 
over the bridge drowned the noise made by 
the robbers and it was not until the train 
reached the far end of the bridge that the 
robbers made their presence known. 
Presenting revolvers at the heads of the 
trainment the short robber, the one who was 
killed, said: “ Pull ahead 300 feet and then 
stop.” Engineer Donnelly did not immediate- 
ly obey, but the muzzle of a revolver within 
two inches of /’ ear finally persuaded him 


to stop.

While 
‘they were attaching the dynamite fuse to 
‘the door on the south side of the car he 
softly unfastened the door on the opposite 
side of the car, grabbed bis gun, and a mo- 
ment before the explosion occurred dropped 
to the track and into the weéda.

The engineer and fireman walked 
up to the engine and were placed with 
their backs against the driving wheels, 
hands in the air, and ordered to stay there.

Electricians Win a Contest. 


The members of the Brotherhood of EBlec- 
trical Mechanics are much elated over the 
p which the union has scored against the 
B ng Trades council. Several weeks ago 
it was fined $300 by the council and sus- 
pended from that body for refusing to abide 
by its orders to turn over the conduit work 
in the Illinois Theater to the Gasfitters' 
union. Suspension carried with it loss of 
working cards in Chicago, but Business 
Agent Brennan immediately set to work to 
remedy this evil, and finally induced the Na- 
tional Building Trades council to issue the 
cards. 


The Woodworkers’ union yesterday se- 
cured the signature of the Western Planing 
and Manufacturing company. This is one 
of the largest mills in the city and employs 
about 100 men. The proprietors are said to 
have admitted their inability to secure suf- 
ficient non-union men for their work. 


Appeals to Park Board. 

John Blake, a member of Electric Work- 
men’s Union No. 49, before the 
Lincoln Park board and asked that the 
park electricians be instructed by the coin- 
missioners to join the union. Blake said 
that he had urged the workmen to join 
the union and they had told him to see 
the commissioners. The board takes no 
stand on the matter of unions and refused 
to issue any imstructions to their elec- 
triclans.

not do so make theit homes in the country 
whenever they can, 

Do these nuisances continue because 
those who should stop them cannot do so 
or will not do so? If the former, then a 
large number of useless offices should be 
“abolished forthwith. It is wanton extrava- 
gance to pay men salaries to perform im- 
possibilities. There is no evidence, how- 
ever, to show that the men who are paid 
to wage war on the smoke and smell 
nuisances are given an impossible task. 
There is much evidence to show that they 
are unwilling rather than unable. The 
complacent indifference with which they 
listen to complaints and assure complain- 
ants that they are exaggerating their suf- 
ferings, and the frequently made and sel- 
dom kept promisés that these nuisances 
shall be. abated, indicate only too plainly 
that there is no serious desire to do any- 
thing. This may be because the induce- 
ments held out not to make war on those 
nuisances are too powerful to be resisted 
by the cheap political appointees to whom 
| the enforcement of ordinances has been in- 
trusted. 

It will be conceded that in a great city 
like this, where so much soft coal must 
be ustd, the smoke nuisance cannot be 
abated altogether. It ean be mitigated. 
That has been done when the persons who 
looked after the matter were more desirous 
to serve the public than to serve them- 
selyes. So long as the men in office see 
in the smoke-prerention ordinance nothing 
but opportunities to force on the owners 
of buildings smoke-consuming devices in 
which those officials have an interest, or 
to vex personal or political enemies, that 
ordinance is valueless for the protection of 
| the-public. It is an instrument for private 
money making. | 
. While smoke cannot be done away with 
entirely. the nauseous smelis which Chi- 
cagoans complain of can be. Yet never 
have they been so.bad as they are now. 
They come two or three times in the week. 
| They begin about 9 at night and last till 

about 2 in the morning. The North Side 
suffers the most. It is drenched and sat- 
urated with these indescribable odors. It 
is becoming impossible to live in that part 
the city. 

It is futile to say these stenches can- 
not be stopped, for they have been. The 
Health Commissioner overrates the creduli- 
ty of Chicagoans when he fancies they can 
be taken in by assertions that these in- 
} termittent smells are due to some continuing 
cause, such as the fouTness of the South 
Fork or hair spread out in the fields to 
dry. Sometimes when the Health Com- 
missioner has made a serious effort there 
have been no smelis for six months. Then 
when he has grown slack they hare re- 
turned. They have come back now with 


éndurable. The smoke and the stenches 
have destroyed Chicago as a summer re- 
sort. If not suppressed they will soon make 
| it impossible as a winter resort. 


ILLEGALITY OF BOUNTIES. 

The Supreme Court of Michigan holds the 
beet sugar bounty law unconstitutional. 
It does not do so because the law violates 
any specific provision of the State constitu- 
tion, but because the court accepts unre- 
servedly the doctrine laid down by Justice 
Miller of the United States Supreme Court 
in-the Topeka case that a government can- 
not use its powers to take property from 
one man without compensation and give 
tt to another. The Michigan court says: 
“There is no power in the State that can 
authorize a tax.for private purposes,” and 
that the Legislature “ cannot take the prop- 
erty of A and give it to B, nor can it tax it 
for the benefit of B.” But if the bounties 
which the beet sugar companies are suing 
to collect were paid those “ private corpora- 
tiens,” most of the money must come out 
of the pockets of people “ who are not en- 
gaged in that business and who have no in- 
rterest in it.” 

Up to a comparatively recent date the 
right of a State to enact bounty laws sim- 


questioned. It was conceded that the 
power existed to withdraw the bounty, but 
it was held that the party claiming it had 
a vested right to so much as had been 
earned before the repeal of the law. The 
Supreme Court of Michigam so decided in 
an early case, but the fact-that the beet 
sugar manufacturers have not received the 
bounty for lest year, which under the law 
they should have received, did not help 
them with the present Supreme Court. It 
says that the law being void no money is 
due. 

The principle laid down by the court is un- 
questionably sound,-and it will be recog- 
nized as such finally in all the States. The 
doctrine of the power of a State Legislature 
to do whatever it is not specifically for- 
bidden to.do is mot accepted so generally as 
-it was once. In the lake front case the 
United States Supreme Court decided that 
the Illinois Legislature was not competent 
to deprive the State of its ownership of the 
submerged lands in the harbor of Chicago, 
although no provision in the State constitu- 
fion forbade it. The Supreme Court of 
Michigan says in substance that no boun- 
ties can be paid in that State, no matter if 
the constitution does not forbid it. |

be eager tq overthrow it if it has been. 
Nevertheless, he ignores the subject. He | 
read at one of his meetings a list. of 
“trusts.” He omitted not only the. ice 
and cotton bale but the “ money 
trust,” which gave him so mutch anxiety 

In that year Mr: Bryan looked on the 
political domination of the people of the 
United States by a foreign power as a less 
serious matter than their domination by a 
“money trust.” Barly in this campaign 
Mr. Bryan, while silent as to the “ money 
trust,” had much to say in condemnation 
of the political domination of the Philip- 
pines by the United States. If Mr. Bryan 
believed what he said four years ago it 
must be a far more serious matter for 
the people of the United States to be domi-

domestic use. 


This was said in discussing the labor 
question, and it is a typical example of 
Bryan's constant attempts to stir up class 
hatred by false insinuations. He ws 
that nobody wants a large army for for- 
eign or any other kind of use, He also 
knows that on only two occasions ‘in over 
twenty years has.the army been used to 
suppress labor disturbances, and then it 
| was done by a Democratic President or at 
the request of a Democratic Governor. 
His purpose is solely to create enmity among 
workingmen against the administration— 
. to make them envious of other people, dis- 
satisfied with their lot, and anxious for 
a revolution of some kind. He is constantly 
uttering sentiments of exactly the same 
kind as Mr. Darrow’s and for the same 
purpose. Why does not the assistant 
Democratic paper censure Mr, Bryan in 
the same terms and tell its readers the plain | 
fact—that he is basing his hopes of the 
Presidency chiefly upon his efforts to split 
up the people into classes and then array 
class again class?

mains of the Ambassador arrive there, is 
too preposterously, inadequate as an ex- 
‘piation to entitle it to an instant’s con- 
‘sideration. No such vicarious atonement | 
as this, made by the sacrifice of a lot of 
cheap fellows, will satisfy the German 
Emperor. While he does not hold the 
Chinese Emperor responsible for this mur- | 
der or for the outrage offered to the lega- 
tions, or for the massacre of missionaries 
and native converts, he notifies him in 
‘emphatic language that when le brings 
“the advisers of his throne and the of- |. 
ficials on whose heads rests the blood-guilt ” 
to the punishment they deserve he will 
regard it as a sufficient expiation. : 

The reparation demanded by the German 
Pmperor is none too severe. The crime 
committed by the Chinese officials, either 
directly or by their consent, was an abom- 
indble one, and every official connected 
| with it, directly or indirectly, should be 


a sinceré, conscientious man it must seem | 


made to suffer. The Chinese Emperor 
should be gratified that the German Em- 
peror does not demand his head also, and 
gratitude alone should impel him to des- 
ignate the guilty ones and hand them 
over for the sacrifice, after which he can 
order libations poured as freely as he is 
disposed, Emperor William is right in 
notifying Kwang Hsu that no guilty man 
must escape. The spectacle of 10,000 cheap 


Chinamen decapitated by way of expiation 


would have no moral effect upon the Chinese 
people, but the prompt decapitation of the 
guilty parties, no matter how high their 
positions in the government, would have a 
wholesome influence. | 


WHY CAMPBELL DESERTS BRYAN. 
Lieutenant Colonel James R. Campbell of 


the Thirtieth Volunteer Infantry, who is 


temporarily home on a leave of absence 
from his post in the Philippines, says 
emphatically that he can have nothing more 
to do with the political party which is in- 
citing the Filipinds to-shoot his soldiers. 
Colonel Campbell bas hitherto been a prom- 
inent Democrat in southern Illinois, sery- 
ing his district repeatedly as Assemblyman 
and State Senator. Four years ago he 
voted for Bryan and was at the same time 
elected-to Congress as a Democrat. He 
resigned his seat to raise a regiment for the 
Spanish war, and during the last year he 
has been serving in the Philippines. While 
thete he has had a chance to see what sort 
of people the Filipinos are arid to note the 
fact that the rebels would long since have 
ceased fighting if they had not been en- 
couraged to continue by Bryan and his party , 
in the United States.
